Thu forest service was created in 1005 to take 


charge of the national forests, which were then 
set aside for strictly industrial and commercial 
purposes—scientific forestry, lumbering and graz- 
ing—and transferred from the interior department 
to the agricultural department 
Now the forest, 


service is developing the recreational possibilities 
of the national forests and wants to get back na- 
tional park ureas which have been taken from na- 
tional forests by act of congress. 


In view of President Merric-k's declaration that 


the Mississippi valley controls 52 per cent of the 
men in congress, the progress of the park bill in 
congress will be well worth watching. 


Middle West Has No Park. 


Tlie pro-gross of the bill will be well worth 


watching for another reason: Tlie establishment of 
this park involves a question of congressional pol- 
icy for which there is no precedent. 
This is un- 


doubtedly the reason why no action whatever was 
taken by the last congress on a bill for its estab- 
lishment. The question is this: Hitherto, congress 
has established national parks out of tlie public- 
d o m a i n ; it lias never voted au appropriation for 
Hie purchase, of privately-owned property for na- 
tional park purposes. 
Will it make a new depar- 


ture in tiie case of this national park? 


About 20,000,000 people-are within a night's ride 


by raii of the park site. Thus the location of the 
park Is a feature of decided interest. There is no 
scenic national park worthy of Hie name between 
Knck.v Mountain in Colorado and Lafayette in 
Maine. 
Yet thi-s proposed park lies in the center 


of a circle rimmed by Chicago, Milwaukee, St. 
Paul. Minneapolis, Kansas City, Omaha and St. 
Louis. 
Several railroads touch it. 
River trans- 


portation is available. 


Tlie bulk of the tourist travel to the national 


parks is now by private automobile. The pnrk site 
is convenient to the transcontinental motorist. 


The selected area lies along the Mississippi in 


northeastern Iowa and southwestern Wisconsin. It 
totals about Ifi.OOO acres, land and water. 
The 


river area i.s about 4,000 acres; tlie two states own 
the land under the river; the federal government 
controls its navigation. 
' 


One tract of land in Iowa of 1,071 acres has been 


appraised at $8^,705. Another tract on the Wiscon- 
sin side contains .7,458 acres and has been ap- 
praised nt $141,042. A third tract is a Wisconsin 
stnte park of 1,651 acres; there is a reasonable 
prospect that the legislature would turn thia over. 
Mrs. 
Martha B Munn of New York, who owns the 


125 Iowa acres wlilcli form the scenic keystone of 
the pnrk, offers to donate this land, appraised nt 
SI2.500. ' Thus the federal government is asked to 
appropriate $223,797.53 for the purchase of about 
9,000 acres out of 15,000 acres. 


This area may be truthfully said to have scenic, 


historic and educational features of national Im- 
portance. Careful private ownership has protected 
the heavy forests, which are still practically pri- 
meval. The lulls rise abruptly from the river to 
about 500 feet. The view from Pike's Peak, and 
the nearby Pictured Hocks, hnve more than n local 
reputation. The broad sweep of the river is mag- 
nificent and there are attractive islands. . There 
are deep ravines and valleys containing springs, 
lakes and streams. Many bayous, home of the wa- 
ter lilies, meander from the river. 


Indian mounds are many in the park site. There 


is, for example, n system of them half a mile long 


on the enst bnnk. Their unique character makes 
them exceedingly interesting from the scientific 
viewpoint. The park urea is bptanlcally and geo- 
logically interesting. 


Great Historical Interest. 


Historically the region is genuinely interesting. 


The first white man known to have journeyed by 
way of Green bay. Fox river nnd Wisconsin river 
was Jean Nicollett; he may or may not have kept 
on to the Mississippi. Pierre Radlsson's suppressed 
"Jburnal," brought to light in Paris in 1885, shows 
that he and Jenn Groseiiler in 1809 went down the 
Wisconsin nnd the Mississippi and up the Missouri 
to the Mandan villages (Bismarck. N. D.). 
In Ib7d 


Joliet nnd Pere Mnrquette, usually credited with 
the discovery of the Upper Mississippi, went down 
the Wisconsin and the Mississippi to the Arkan- 
sas returning to Quebec by way of the Illinois and 
Lake Michigan. La Salle explored the region b.:- 
foi-o going down the Mississippi to the Gulf in 
1CS2 and taking possession of "Louisiana

Thou"h the United States secured the territory 


(17S3) 
the British hung on to the Northwest and we did 
not set full possession until a generation later. 
When John Jacob Astor established the American 
Fur company as a competitor of the Missouri Fur 
company and the Northwest company in 1808 he 
set up a trading post nt Prairie du Chien that 
nluved an important part in the American fur 
trade. In 1814. during the War of 1812. the United 
States built Fort Shelby at Prairie du Cbien. It 
was captured the same year by the British and In- 
dians and was called Fort McKnye until its eyacu- 
at on in 1815. It was burned and the /Americans 
built Fort Crawford on its site. This was aban- 
doned in IS*! and a larger Fort Crawford was 
hunt farther down the river; the ruins of this 
SUU stand.The arsenal-of Fort Shelby Is still in 
existence.

OF WHICH WAS JEWISH, DID 


GREAT WORK IN FRANCE. 


IT MOPPED UP THE ARGpriNE 


Jew Soldlws Showed as Much Initia- 


tlva and Gallantry as Any Other 
Race—How One Chinaman Earned 


«the Medal of Honor. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


Washington.—In -the adjutant gen- 


eral's office of the war department ure 
the complete records of every soldier, 
volunteer and drafted man, who fought 
In the great war. Some day it is prob- 
able that a study "111 be made by his- 
torians of the racial groups found in 
the records. 


Tbe army authorities of their own 


volition probably never will group sol- 
diers, for purposes of publication, ac- 
cording to the races Into which they 
fall. The army naturally and properly 
takes it for granted that every man In 
the service is an American in all thnt 
the word implies, and that it may be 
invidious and unnecessary to go fur- 
ther than this. It perhaps would be 
Impossible for the authorities to com- 
plete accurately a list of the racial 
groups, because if a man is born in 
America that fact Is put down, and 
nothing Is said about the old world 
nation from which he sprang; but of 
course something can be told by the 
study of the name of a soldier. 


Students, however, who are interest- 


ed in such matters probably will un- 
dertake to separate the soldiers into 
groups according to'thelr national line- 
age. They go on the supposition that 
"The proper study of mankind is man," 
and that anything thnt relates to dif- 
ferences In capabilities and 
accom- 


plishments of men of different races 
is so much gained. 


Jewa Made Excellent Fighters. 


An army officer said the other day 


that one of the great satisfactions to 
be derived from the American records 
in the war Is the rehabilitation of the 
Jew as a fighting man. It perhaps Is 
not true that the Jew in any way had 
deteriorated as a fighting man, but 
simply that such an impression was 
abroad. If there was such an impres- 
sion it has been lifted and thrown into 
the discard by the fighting in France. 


One record, a specific one, Is at 


hand. The Seventy-seventh division of 
the American array, otherwise known 
sometimes as the Metropolitan divi- 
sion, and more frequently as the Lib- 
erty division, had 40 per cent of Jews 
in Its ranks. They fought as well as 
and perhaps better than their remote 
ancestors fought against the Philis- 
tines. 


The 
Seventy-seventh 
division did 


tremendous work west of the Argonne 
forest, and later in the Argonne it- 
self. This division in fuct did u large 
part of the work of clearing the Ar- 
gonne of the enemy and it staid in the 
fight, with the exception of a short 
period of rest, from the beginning of 
the northward drive on September 26, 
1918, 
until the tiling ended' ra the 


suburbs of Sedan at noon on Novem- 
ber 11, 1918. 


The word of the officers is tluit the 


Jewish soldiers of the Seventy-seventh, 
not all of whom had had complete 
military training, went into the fight- 
Ing as a matter of grim business which 
was to be cleaned up in the shortest 
order possible. 
There are many of 


these boys who todny wear Distin- 
guished Service medals and French 
Crosses for conspicuous personal gal- 
lantry In fiction. 


Gallant Work of Individuals. 


The Jewish soldiers .showed for the 


main part just us much Initiative as 
the men of any other nice. Frequently 
individual soldiers were compelled by 
the force of circumstances to "go it" 
virtually alone, or at uny rate in little 
groups of two or three, against ma- 
chine gun nests. In the face of ter- 
rific fire these boys, using such shelter 
as they could get. closed within hand 
grenade throwing distance of the Hun 
machine gunners and bombed them to 
death or to flight. 


The Seventy-seventh 
division had 


representatives in its ranks of vir- 
tually all the peoples of earth. There 
were more Jews in it than of any other 
one specific race. The 00 per cent of 
the division 
which was non-Jewish 


was made up of Americans of long 
descent, of men born in'Ireland, Can- 
ada, England, France, Germany, Italy, 
Poland, Russia, Scandinavia and even 
China. 


A Chinese member of the Seventy- 


seventh division, wounded and gassed, 
stuck to his post of duty, with the 
dead and dying all about him, and, 
alone 
and 
exhausted 
almost 
unto 


death, continued to transmit the mes- 
sages which were entrusted to him. 
He is now the color bearer of the 
outfit to which he is attached, and he 
wears the insignia of aH the honors 
which the French and the American 
governments can give' him. 


Soldiers Flock to Mount Vernon. 
Thousands upon thousands of Amer- 


ican 
soldiers within the past two 


years have visited Mount Vernon, the 
home of George Washington and the 
scene of his death. Thousands more 
wil visit the place before final demobi- 
lization comes. 


Mount Vernon has taught its lesson 


of patriotism du.'ug this war to a 
multitude of young Americans who, if 


It hnd not bcon for the war, probabtj 
never would Imve bwn given tin o|>jx>r- 
t'unity to visit the beautiful old mun- 
slon "on «be I'otmmtc hillside. Scores 
of rt'giiiu'iifs of soldiers have been 
stationed near Washington from time 
to time since \vrir broko out. 
They 


have gone to Mount Vernon from 
Camp Mi-ude, from Cnmi> Lee, from

George. It Is hard to understnnd why 
the rule of peace times lias hoeii con- 
tinued in -var times and visitors still 
are shut out from Mount Vernon on 
the Lord's Day. 


At Its Best in the Spring. 


The pilgrimages to the 
Potomac 


mansion still are continuing. In this 
spring season Mount Vernon is at its 
best. 
The old hedges which were 


planted by the bund of George, him- 
self, still are green and flourishing, 
and several great trees which as sup- 
lings he planted, still cast their .shade 
over the historic mansion. 


'The soldiers outnumber civilian vis- 


itors to the place today certainly ten 
to one, and it is uu agreeable thing 
to say that virtually every soldier of 
a foreign tinny who has been in Wash- 
ington with the various missions hero 
present has made it a matter of con- 
science, of heart, and of interest to 
go to Mount Vernon as a mark of 
respect to the man under whoso hand 
the chains of monarchy dropped from 
the limbs of the American colonies. 


Living in France to Be Better. 


A bulletin just issued by the de- 


partment of labor carries this head- 
line: 
"British 
Housewives 
Wnut 


American Conveniences." 


The department of labor might have 


gone farther than this, for it truth- 
fully could have said that the French 
housewives and the Belgian ' house- 
wives wuut American 
conveniences. 


The American soldiers' ideas of living 
conditions took hold of the men and 
women of France. One thing was set 
down as a truth: When the villages 
of France and Belgium are rebuilt, 
bathtubs therein will not be a curi- 
osity as in former days. 


The wonder is if Americans who 


have not traveled abroad have an un- 
derstanding of housing conditions in 
France outside of the big cities, and 
to a considerable extent In the big 
cities themselves. 


Everybody road at the beginning of 


the war how amazed 
the villagers 


and the farming people in France 
were at the determination of every 
British soldier to hnve ti bath dally if 
he could get it by hook or by crook. 
The water-drinking habit of the Brit- 
ish also was hard for the French and 
the Belgians to understand. 


Getting a Drink in Brest. 


One can speak from personal 
ex- 


perience of certain things which hap- 
pened after the American army got in- 
to French territory. 
In a hotel in 


Brest it took me forty-five minutes to 
get a drink of water. I asked a young 
woman acting as what we would call 
a 
bellhop 
if

enough to get me a drink, or tell me 
where I could get one. 
Her answer 


was a question in French: 


"What sort of wine does Monsieur 


wish?"

drink of water .she looked perfectly 
flabbergasted.

probably had not been heard in tliat 
hotel i'or rnnuy moons.

meals. 
On the French tab; -s there i.s 


always a caraiie for ornamental pur- 
poses, but brought

use by Frenchmen who like to mix 
their water with their light wines,

wine is so innocuous 


that a dozen glasses of It will not in- 
toxicate. 


After the consultation was over a 


glass of water was produced, but the 
young woman who gave it to me said 
that she didn't think it was quite 
fresh. 


No Ventilation for Peasants. 


In France the peasants have had thv 


centuries long habit of sleeping with 
all their windows 
and 
doors tight 


closed. This fact probably is respon- 
sible for some of 
the 
tuberculosis 


which exists in France. 
American 


soldiers asked the French people in 
the village in which our boys were 
bllla'ted why they did not ventilate 
their houses. 
American doctors, vol- 


unteering to care for some of the sick 
among the French peasants. Insisted 
on ventilation and many 
a 
French 


man, woman and child, under the di- 
rection of American physicians, slept 
with windows open for the first time 
in their lives. The report is that they 
liked it. The word is that the French 
people in some sections of the country 
are going to demand American Im- 
provements and are not only going 
to demand them, but are going to get 
them. 


When once the bathtub, the venti- 


lator, modern washing appliances and 
other modern things are taken into 
parts of France and put into use, the 
people of the other parts of the coun- 
try will demand them.

IT MOPPED UP THE ARGONNE 


Jev/ Soldiers Showed as Much Initia- 


tive and Gallantry as Any Other 
Race—How One Chinaman Earned 
#the Medal of Honor.

Washington.—In .(he adjutant gen- 


eral's oftteo of the war department lire 
the complete records of every soldier, 
volunteer and drafted raiia, who fought. 
In the great wnr. Somo day It \i prob- 
able that a study will ho made by his- 
torians of I ho racial groups fouud In 
thu records. 


The urroy authorities ot their own 


volition probably never will group sol- 
diers, for purposes of publication, uc- 
cording to the races Into which they 
full. Tho army naturally uud properly 
tnkos It for granted thut every iiuin In 
the service IH nn American In all thnt 
tho word InipHos, nnd that It nmy be 
Invidious and unnecessary to go fur- 
llier thun this, It perhaps would be 
Impossible for the authorities to com- 
plete accurately 11 list of the racial 
groups, because If u man Is born In 
America 'that fact Is put down, nnd 
nothing Is said about the old would 
nation from which he sprung; but of 
course something ciui bo told by tho 
study of the name of a soldier. 


Students, however, who are Interest- 


ed In such matters probably will un- 
dertake to separate tho soldiers Into 
groups according to'thelr national lino- 
age. They go on tho supposition thnt 
"The propeu sludy of mankind Is man," 
und that anything (lint relates to dif- 
ferences 
In capabilities and 
accom- 


plishments of men of different races 
Is so much gained. 


Jews Made Excellent Fighters. 


An army ofllcer suld the other day 


that one of tho great satisfactions to 
bo derived from the American records 
In tho war Is the rehabilitation of tho 
.Tew as a fighting man, It perhaps Is 
not true that tho Jew In, any way had 
deteriorated as a lighting man, hut 
simply that such an Impression was 
abroad. If there was such an impres- 
sion It has been lifted and thrown Into 
the discard by tho light lug In France.

other stores In the city handle, ajje. 
sent here from 
Treemont, 
w&gxe* 


their is a button factory. 
The Fir%.. 


mont factory is furnisried with shells 
from which they make 'their buttons: 
from the Wisconsin river, the. bal- 
ance of them coming from up 'river, 
toward Stevens Point. 
The development of this pearl but- 


ton and clamming industry is quite 
an interesting one and the 
Rhine- 


lander New North has the following 
to say about it: 
"There has existed in Oneida coun- 


ty for some time past small 'though 
profitable industry regarding which 
the majority of people have little or 
no knowledge. This is the gathering 
of clam shells from the Wisconsin 
river. 
The shells are used for the 


manufacture of pearl 
buttons 
and 


scores of men and women are engag- 
ed in the work. During the last year 
many tons of shells 
were shipped 


from Rhinelander and McNaughton. 
to the button factory at Fremont, 
Wis."The Wisconsin, river at this point 
abounds 
with clam 
shells and the 


task of colecting them is by no means 
difficult. 
The shells bring a good 


price and during the season the. vfoi-. 
kers realize big returns for their la- 
bor. 
Further down the 
Wisconsin 


river, from Wausau to urand Rapids 
shell gathering is carried on more 
extensively and is recognized as one 
of the leading vocations of that sec- 
tion of the state. 
. "There are in the United S.tate,s at 
the present time only a o factories 
engaged in the making of pearl but- 
tons. 
Two of these plants are in 


Wisconsin—one in Fremont and the 
other in La Crosse. 
The Fremont 


factory has been in operation only 
since last September and is owned by 
a stock company, comprised chiefly 
of ,Waupaca county 
business men. 


Sixty people are now 
employed in 


this1 factory and, at the rate in which 
the business -is increasing, 
it

soon be necessary to make additions 
to plant and hire 
more workmen:

municipal swimming pool was a great 
•attraction and on hot clays it was 
thronged by appreciative citizens. 
Not only the boys and girls of school 
ajjes, but women and men from stores 
banks and factories made good use of 
this equipment. 
Automobile parties 


from Marshfield, Stevens Point and 
other cities drove to Grand Rapids on 
numerous occasions to participate in 
this enjoyment, and citizens of neigh- 
boring villages were seen at the pool 
t.lmost every day. 


The Commission provided a lar5C 


)pening for water supply through the 
new concrete dam and it was there- 
fore possible to keep a heavy flow of 
fresh water through the pool during 
the hours when it wn; in use. 
The 


water is drawn out every ni^ht and 
icfilled the next mornin£. 
There is 


a constant outlet of water over the 
top of the gate at the south end, and 
thus the impurities .which naturally 
float on the surface, are carried away. 
This continuous circulation of watejr 
guarantees a clean 
supply 
without 


creating a current which is danger- 
ous. 


There is a great present day move- 


ment alonjr the line of public parks, 
play grounds and recreation places of 
all kinds. 
To improve and beautify 


our swimming pool would be in har- 
mony with this general movement, in 
fact there is a great demand for such 
improvement on the part of the peo- 
ple of this city, who have observed 
and participated 
in the 
enjoyment 


which these facilities have already1 af- 
forded. 


To satisfy this demand, a consider- 


able amount of work is necessary. 
Plans are already under way for the 
immediate construction of two 
new 


bcth houses and for the making of a 
public park and play ground of 
the 


adjacent lands fronting the river.

A bomb, which was planted beneath 
the entrance of Judge Nott's residence 
exploded at 12:03 a. m. 


Agents of the fire department bureau 


of combustibles reported that they had 
found portions of one or more bodies 
burled beneath the debris. The torso 
of one of the victims apparently was 
that of a woman. Bits of male cloth- 
ing and a false mustache also were 
found In the debris. 


Pedestrians who passed the Noft 


residence shortly before the explosion 
told the police they had observed two 
women sitting on the stoop. 


Building Front Blown Out. 


According to an ambulance surgeon, 


the woman killed apparently was about 
GO years old. The police think that sho 
bad been passing by the house when 
the rnuchtno went off. 
The surgeon 


said she must have henn struck by a 
portion of the brown-stone wall of the 
front story, which was thrown almost 
across the street. 


Judge Nott was absent at the time 


of the explosion. Mrs. Nott, the care- 
taker, John H.larkgiin, his wife and 
daughter were lu the house, but were 
not injured. 


The explosion completely wrecked 


tho entrance of the Nott. residence and 
shuttered windows in houses for sev- 
eral hundred foot. 


Portions of bodies wero hurled sev- 


eral hundred feet by the explosion. A 
man's skull was picked up in Lexing- 
ton avenue, nearly a half block from 
the Nott resilience. E'ortions of a body 
were blown through the windows (if an 
army officers', club across the street 
Into a room where Lieut. A. H. Mnr- 
t'u was sleeping. Other human frag- 
ments were blown Into the entrance 
of the home of Supremo Court Judge 
R. P. Lytlon, next door.

Wilson Delays Proceedings. 


President Wilson delayed the pere- 


mony of presentation. 'He reached St. 
Germain at 12:14. A puncture of the 
tire of his automobile held him up on 
the wuy. 
The Austrian representatives arrived 


at 12 :22 o'clock, entering the chamber 
by a rear entrance. 
The 
delegates 


were attired in conventional morning 
dress.

an Italian officer. 


Immediately upon their arrival at 


12:22 p. m. the session was opened 
formally by announcement of the head 
usher. 
Premier 
Clemenceau, presi- 


dent of the peace conference, at once 
began his address. 


Clemenceau spoke in French. 
His 


remarks were translated into English, 
then into Italian and then into Ger- 
man. He spoke only three minutes. 


Paul Dutastn, general secretary of 


the pence conference, presented 
the 


terms to the Austrlans at 12:37. 


Dr. Karl Kcnner, the Austrian chan- 


cellor and head of the delegation, then 
began an address in French. 


Doctor Kenner promised loyally to 


do his best to work out a pence on 
the basis presented. "Our state rests 
in your hands," said Doctor Renner 
following the presentation of the al- 
lies' terms, "and we hope before the 
conscience of the world that the allies 
will not abuse this power." 


The entire peace treaty was not pre- 


sented to theAustrians, and the 15- 
day stipulation with regard to their 
reply, therefore, refers only to the por- 
tion of the terms handed them. 


Doctor Ilenner opened with a com- 


plnitu at the delay in the presenta- 
tion of the peace terms. The chan- 
cellor declared the Austrian republic 
was entirely free from the Hapsburg 
dynasty. 
It would never have de- 


clared war itself, he asserted. The 
chuncollor concluded his address at 
12:50. The address was translated 
into English and Italian. 


Doctor Renner stood while reading 


his speech, and his attitude, like that 
of the entire Austrian delegation, was 
extremely 
courteous, 
contrasting 


sharply with that of Count von Brock- 
dorft'-Rantzaii 
and the Germans 
at 


Versailles. 
The conciliatory tones of 


Doctor Itenner apparently created a 
good impression on the allied delega- 
tion. The general atmosphere seemed 
quite friendly. 


After Doctor Ronnor's address, in 


which the chancellor expressed grati- 
tude for the food relief that had come 
from the Hoover commission, Premier 
Clemcnceau asked if anyone else de- 
sired to' speak. There was no re- 
spouse and he declared the ceremony 
ended.

speeches into three languages occupied 
the,larger part of the session. It ad- 
journed at 1:14 o'clock after having 
taken up 52 minutes.

Preamble. 


The preamble is longer and more

ber 3, 3918, by the principal allied and 
associated powers in order that a 
treaty of peace might be concluded, 
and.

"Whereas, the former Austro>-Hun- 


garian monarchy has now ceased to 
exist, and has been replaced in Aus- 
tria by a republican government; and 


"Whereas, the principal allied and 


associated powers have already rec- 
ognized that the Czecho-Slovak state, 
in which are incorporated.certain por- 
tions of the said monarchy, is a free, 
independent and allied state; and 


"Whereas, the said powers have rec- 


ognized the union of certain portions 
of the said monarchy with the terri- 
tory of the kingdom of Serbia as a 
free, independent and allied state, un- 
der the name of Serb-Croat-Slovene 
state; and 


"Whereas, it is necessary while re- 


storing peace to regulate the situation 
which has arisen from the dissolution 
of the said monarchy and the forma- 
tion of the said states, and to estab- 
lish the government of these countries 
on a firm foundation of justice and 
equity. 


Recognized as Republic. 


"For this purpose the high contract- 


ing parties, duly named, 


"Who, having communicated their 


full powers, found In good and 
du<?

"From the coming into force of the 


present treaty the state of war will 
terminate. 


"Austria Is recognized as a new and 


independent state under the name of 
the Republic of Austria. 


"From that moment, and subject to

T 


HE American flog Is one of 
the easiest in the world to 
make, since all of Its parts 
are 
in straight lines. 
Any 


schoolgirl who is able to. sew con 
make a flag for about one-half of what 
It will cost her at a store, and still 
have a stronger and more durable one 
when she has it finished. There are 
two principal ways of proceeding In 
the making of an American flag. The 
one used by most persons Is to de- 
termine first the width of the stripes, 
so that if the flag is to be mode of 
silk, ribbon may be purchased of n 
standard width. 
From this the size 


of the flug may be determined. 
The 


second method Is to decide either the 
width or the length of the flag and 
then compute the amount of material 
from the size decided upon. 


Let us assume that we wish to 


make a flag from two-inch silk rib- 
bons, since two-Inch ribbon is a stand- 
ard size and may be purchased at any- 
dry goods store. 
Since the stripes 


will be two inches wide, the width of 
the canton, or the hlue field, will be 
seven times two inches, or 14 inches, 
and its length will be the same, since 
the canton of the American flag is 
square. 
The canton is also one-third 


of the length of the flac:. Then the 
flag will be three times 1-J Inches, 
.vhich equals 42 inches and the width 
being 13 times two inches, or 26 inches. 
Thus, to use two-inch ribbon, one will 
have u flag three and a half feet long 
and a little more than two feet wide. 


Material Needed. 


The next thing is to determine just 


hew much two-Inch ribbon must be 
purchased, so that the stripes may be 
made with little or no waste. There 
are three full white stripes in the 
complete 
length of the flag, which 


equals 12G inches, and added to that 
will be the three short stripes, two- 
thirds the length of the flag, or 84 
Inches, making a total of 210 Inches, 
or about six yards. For the red stripes, 
It Is necessary to ndd one extra short 
-red stripe of 14 inches, which is 
about half of a yard. 
Thus, for a 


flag made with two-Inch ribbon, it 
will be necessary for the maker to 
purchase six yards of white and six 
and a half yards of red ribbon. 
The 


canton will be seven inches square 
and the stars may be made from 
smaller widths of ribbon. There must 
be 48 stars arranged in six rows of 
eight stars each. 
By using a ruler, 


the exact 'position of the stars may 
be determined and they can he easily 
cut if a paper, pattern is made be- 
forehand. 


By the second method, one deter- 


mines the length of flag—for example, 
make the flag 21 inches long. By ap- 
plying the same process of computa- 
tion backwards, the size of the can- 
ton will be seven inches square and 
the width of stripes one inch. 
The 


amount 
of 
material 
may 
be 
de- 


termined by the same calculations used 
In the first method. 


The ofilcial origin of the flac with 


the 13 alternate red and white stripes, 
representing the United Colonies, in 
a blue canton, which was raised oq 
Prospect hill, Cambridge, on the first 
day of January, 1776, has never been 
satisfactorily determined. 
It is com- 


monly thought that the continental 
congress appointed George Washing- 
ton, George Ross and Robert Morris 
a committee, authorized to design a 
suitable flag for the nation and that 
they called upon Mrs. Ross, who was 
conducting an upholstery business on 
Arch street In Philadelphia. The con- 
firmation of this report is not to be 
fouod in the Journal of Congress. 


There seems to be little doubt that 


the American llag Is a growth rather 
than a creation. Few of the writers 
have declared that both tho stars and 
the stripes were derived from the coat 
of arms of Washington's family, which 
contaius "both devices, 
but 
beyond 


that coincident no other evidence has 
been produced to prove this. 


' 
Made 'official 
Emblem. 


On June 14, 1777, the American con- 


gress In,session at Philadelphia adopt 
ed the following resolution: 


"Resolved, That the flag of tho 13 


United States be 13 stripes, alternate 
red and white, Unit the Union he 13 
stars, white in a blue flehl, represent- 
ing a new constellation." 


The credit of making the first flag 


is given to Betsy Ross. 
William J. 


Cauby. a grandson of Mrs. Ross, de- 
clared that Betsy Ross wns shown a 
rough drawing of the flag, which was 
explained by General Washington. She 
objected to the six-pointed stars, and 
suggested that they be five-pointed. 
General Washington Is supposed to 
have redrawn 
the sketch, changing 


tfie stars to five points. At first Wash- 
ington declared that five-pointed stars 
would be hard to make, but Mrs. Ross 
demonstrated that by one clip of her 
scissors she was able to make a per- 
fect five-point star. 


In 1912, the United States congress 


admitted Arizona and New Mexico Into 
the Union and the stars then num- 
bered 48. 
The law did not provide 


how the stars were to be arranged, 
nnd for a long time n considerable di- 
versity existed in this respect. 
How- 


ever, on October 20 of that year, the 
proportion wus definitely lixe.l and 
the manner In which the stars were 
to be placed was determined. 
Since 


that time the snm<; rule has held good, 
that of six rows of eight stars each.

gether by Mrs. Elizabeth Ross ( Betsy 
Grlscom), at :>.3i Arch street, Phila- 
delphia.
